EARLY MORN EXPERIENCE. 


“Residerite-of Kowloon state thet 
rn earthquake shock of consider- 
able force, was felt on the penin- 
sila in the éarly ‘hours, of: this 
morning, The shock was parti-} 
cularly noticeable at the YM.c.A, 

One resident, of the Y.M.C.A, 
states that he got up early in the 
morning to shut‘a bathroom door, 
which was’ banging, and he had 
just got. back to bed, at about 
four o'clock, when he felt a: dis- 
Ltinet earthquake.’ ‘sho¢k—so much 
so that his bed began to move. 
Another occupant of the premises 
states that the shock “ahook the 
vuole building.” 

» Apparently only one shock .was 
felt, but this was so pronounced 
ag to, arouse distinctly ug¢omfort- 
able feelings. . 

On enquiry at the Royal Obser- 
that. 
early this morning a slight’ shock 
was registered, but, this would 
appear ‘to have originated some 
thousands of miles away. ~° > 
. There was no local shock record- 
ed at-the Observatory, and the view 
was .expressed that. the «distant 
shock would not have been felt in 
Kowloon. 

Jt is, however, somewhat strange 
that two residents of the Y.M.C.A. 
building, living-in entirely different

ago by a Chinese student in this 
country, are used in the. machine.
